Her deceaſed Lords faithful Service, and her Sufferings in TRE LAND. 


Y long attendance in this Kingdom as an humble ſuitor to the Parliament, for ſome timely relief to my many afflitions, hath added to their number, and | 
made their burthen inſupportable,and occaſioned me to declare, That before the eruption of that horrid Rebellion in [e/axd, I enjoyed much happineſs and ho- 
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' nor with my late Lord, who then lived, poſſeſt of a large Revenue, and of a great perſonal Eſtate, ſeared in that Kingdom onely, but in ſuch a place, as feemed to ren- 


-- dermuch ſecurity ; whoſe command alſo was great, as well by a ſtanding Troop of Horſe ( whereof he had the charge) as by a great Family, conſifting of One 


hundred and twenty perſons, and many Tenants, who were all able, willing. and at all times ready for defence. 
His Lordſhip thus enabled (without other complying Forces) was the firſt that oppoſed and ſtaid the overſpreading power of the bloodthirſty Rebels, to 
whom the Lords Juſtices, and Councel did write their firſt Letters for ſecuring themſelves and that Province of Lemſter : For which purpoſe he gathered together 


- ſomeof the nearelt Companies, and raifed ſuch of his own Tenants and others fir for truſt, as were afterward liſted into a Regiment, whom (till then) he main- 
| tained at his own charges, and did diburſe many and great ſums of money for the furtherance of the Service, in that nick of time, when that Kingdom was in greateſt 


danger to be loſt. 
That Province being thus ſecured, and the Enemy gathering ſtrength by the encreaſing Rebellion, which like a Leprofie ſpread it ſelf, and in a ſhort ſpace had in- 


feed all the parts of that Kingdom, additional Forces were raiſed by the Lords Juſtices and Councel, and ſent to Drogheda, where being much ſitreightned for 


want of Victuals, they were ſupplied with my Corn, ſent out of mine own Store, and the whole Army (which my Lord at that time commanded in chief) relieved 


with mine own provilions, whereof I was abundantly ſtored, as well for the maintenance of ſo great a Family, as for entertainment of Strangers; without which 


; proviſions, neither the Army abroad, nor that Garifon of Droghega could then have ſubſiſted. 


His Lordſhip having thus proſecuted that Service with all poſſibility, and much prevalency, having alſo planted Gariſons, and being at that time the very Bul- 


' wark and ProteQion of all the Proteſtants in that Province,did often expreſs his diſlike to anyintended Ceflation of Arms;proteſting,That he would purſue thoſe Re- 


© bels with Fire and Sword, io long as he had breath : Which reſolutionshe ſealed with his deareſt blood, being unfortunately Nin in the Service upon the head of his 


Army, two days before che Ceflation was proclaimed ; before whoſe death, the Rebels (in his abſence) ſurprized his houſe (called I/ellefont) and ſet it on fire 
(thovgh in part preſerved by ſome of the Servants which were Triſh) the houſhold-Goods nevertheleſs in part ſpoiled, and the reſt, together with the Cattel, 


"tak; and driven away, ſixteen Servants ſain, and all the reſt which were Proteſtants {triprt-naked, and fo received into Drogheda, three miles diſtant, 


I being thus kfr in ſo ſad a condition, wich the charge of many Children and a great Family, and all my proviſions tpent ; wherein, and in all things elſe I 


' contributed my beſt endeavors to further his Lordſhip, in all his honorable Undertakings, and to venture all upon that Stake, without proviſion for fu- 


ture ſafety or ſubſiſtence in this or any other Kingdom, did much fear (and not without juſt cauſe) the evil events which the Ceflation might produce, 
the rather, for that I perceived givers Jeſuits and others of the Popilh Clergy, and very many of the Iriſh Rebels well armed, to have daily recourſe, and to ſeat 
themſelves in Drogheda, which was the place wherein I and my Family then reſided, and the onely Gariſon defired by the Enemy to make himſelf Maſter of 
that Province, which now was in their power to command. Neither could that dangerous Peace privately concluded by the Marqueſs of O7m20z4, and part of the 
Councel, with the Rebels, and ſent over into £-g/and by Sir Henry Tichbornu(then Governor of Drogheda) to be confirmed by the King ; which was oppoſed 


& by others of the Counce), more zealous to Religion, and better afteRted to the Caule,.promiſe either Freedom or Safety : Nor the entertainment given by the 


| Governor to the Major General of the Rebels Army, and ſome part of their Troops, who were feaſted in Drogheda in times of Hoſtility, and ſuch proviſions 


as that Town could afford ſent thence to their Army , and ſome Arms ſuffered to be fold unto them unqueſtionedzgive other cauſe then a meer diſlike of all their 
proceedings ; which being manifeſted by my careful providing for the ſafety of my ſelf and Family (without ating any thing againlt the State or Government) I 
was ſuddenly made a Priſoner, and carried away from Drogheda to Dablin by twenty artacd Troopers, and by them there delivered unto a Company of Musketiers, 
twelve whereof remained day and night as a Guard at my Chamber door in mine own houſe, ina very diſhonorable maner, until T was ſeveral times examined, and 


Fafcerwards committed cloſe Priſoner in the Caſtle, for the ſpace of nineteen weeks or thereabouts, and then confined to Dremmenagh (three miles diſtant) forthe 

| remaining part of almoſt one whole year ; where I was not ſheltered from wind and rain, for want of Slates above, and Glafs below, nor accommodated with 

© any fitting neceſſiries ; which continement alſo was upon the Security of three Papiſts, nominated by the Marqueſs of Or-m20zd at the Councel Board, who had for-. 
merly been in aRtual Rebellion ; from whenceI was enlarged (amongſt others) exchanged for the Lord Brabazon, Sir Hexry Tichborn, and Sir James Ware, then 


- Priſoners in the Tower. _ 


During the time of my ſtrict and diſhonorable Im priſ6ament (no Accuſer appearing, or cauſe expreſt) the remain of my Eſtate was plundred, and many of my 
Tenants flain, my Lands being thereby waſted, and ſince that time become unprofitable ; ſo that nothing then remained for future ſubſiltence, ſave onely certain 
Goods and Cartrel ar Drommezarh aforeſaid, to the value of Two thouſand pounds ; which ſince my coming into England is likewile lolt, the Cattel being ſnatched 


* away by the Rebels, and the houſe and Goods burnt and deſtroyed by the Lord of Ormonds command. 


Theſe fad Relations T have ſeveral times humbly and briefly preſented to the Honorable Parliament, and have prayed an Order for auditing the Accompts of 


; my deceaſed Lords Disburſements in the Service, by che Original Book which is Signed by the Commiſlaries, and was delivered into the hands of Sir Philip Percival 


Knight, late Commiſſary General there : As alſo that my deceaſed Lords Arrears might be Ordered unto me for my preſent ſupport, they being my laſt refuge for 
the maintenance of my ſelf and Family : For the firſt whereof, Order was accordingly granted the 22 of A727ch, 1647. but no proceedings thereby, by reaſon of a 
miſtake, the word (ommiſſiovers being therein exprelt for the word Commiſſaries ; and to the lalt part of my Prayer, ſeveral Orders were granted for payment of 


-- Fivethouſand pounds in part, by the Committee of Goldſmiths-Hall, whereof I have onely received One hundred pounds in almolt three years attendance; in 
*which ſpace I have paid Intereſt for Food and Raiment for my flf and Family.

The humble Petition of ALICE Viſcountels M O O R, Dowager of Drogheda, 


Humbly ſhewing, 
TJ Hat your Petitioner hath (et forth in the annexed Declaration, her deceaſed Lords faithful Service in Treland, for the preſervation of Religion, and this Kingdoms 
Intereſt ; together with his great Diſburſements for that Service, and the great expence of his own Gorn, and other proviſions for the Army (then under his own com- 
mand) before the ſame could be otherwiſe ſupplyed,ventnring «All at that ſtake,and ſealing his fiaclity (in oppoſition to all Ceſſation) with his deareſt blood. 
eMlſo your Petitioners great ſuſferings ſince her Lords death, as well by a long and ſtrict (but canſlcſs ) impriſonment, as by the burning & Waſting of all her ToWns 
and Lands,as well near as more remote from Dablin, together With the loſs of all her Whole Eft ate in Goods, Cattel and otherways. 
eAlſo her attendance upon the Parliament almoſt Three years 45 an hmble ſniter for her Lords eArreirs already ſtated, with deduftions of all defalkations, and an Or- 
der for eAnditing the Acconnts of her Lords d::burſements, by the Origin: book ſigned by the Commiſſarics of the ſeveral Garriſons; which book remaineth in the hands 


of the Widow of Sir Phili p Percival K night deceaſed, Lite Commiſſary General of the Vitnals there. 


Ta this long attendance foe hath onely had the happineſs to obtain Orders for Five thouſand porrnds in part of the [1id Arrears,and for the Auditing the Accounts of dis 


- bur/ements, but the firſt ſo delatory, and the last ſo defeftive, that fre had none other berrefit by airy of them, ſave owely the receipt of One hundred porrrcds. 


Your Pctitioner therefore humbly prays, That this Horgrable Houſe will be pleaſed to grant Order for the payment of the ſaid Moneys with Interelt ſince 
the date of the former Orders, that ſhe may be thereby enabled to pay her Debts contrafted by reaſon of her long ſtay here : That her Order for 
Auditing the Accounts of her deceaſed Lords disburſements may be rere:ycd, and the word Commiſſaries inſerted in the place of Commiſoners,to 
make the ſame effeual: and that ſuch as arenow in Town, who were Memvers of theCouncel-board in 17el:zz4,at the time of your Petitioners com= 
mittal ( rogether with Sir Paxl Dave Clerk of the Counce)) may be required to cer.ific the cauſe of your Petitioners impriſonment, that thereby 


her Honor may be repaired,
